On August 30, 1984, CHARLES STODDARD was contacted 
at his residence and interviewed regarding the WESTERN UNION 
mailgram he sent to the FBI in Washington, D.C. 

STODDARD advised that on August 13, 1984, he did, 
in fact, send a WESTERN UNION mailgram to the FBI in Washington, D.C. 
He did not recall the exact wording he used but he did imply that 
the FBI should investigate the relationship between Senator HATFIELD 
and WESTERN FOREST INDUSTRIES ASSOCIATION of Oregon. He felt that 
the Executive Secretary, JOS EPH MC CRACKEN, of Portland, Oregon, and b6 
a Washington, D.C. lobbyist, I I - were also closely b?c 

associated with Senator HATFIELD and should be investigated. 
STODDARD had no facts or figures regarding any contributions to 
Senator HATFIELD 's campaign or to Senator HATFIELD personally, 
but believes that large payments have been made. 

STODDARD related a long history of conflict with 
HATFIELD, dating back to the mid-60 1 s, when due to HATFIELD'S 
influence STODDARD was removed from his position as director of 
the Bureau of Land Management. STODDARD advised that a subsequent 
GAO investigation cleared him of all accusations but HATFIELD 
was still able to provide active intervention to assist a 
special interest group such as the WESTERN FOREST INDUSTRIES 
ASSOCIATION in their efforts against conservation enthusiasts
